A feature on Friday, and perhaps the most 
important, was a sharp recovery in Argentine 
Railway Stock, on a report from Buenos 
Aires that the Argentine Government is sub- 
mitting a bill to ress for the purpose of 
controlling all road transport services. The 
earnings of the great oe railway 
systems—in which millions of British capital 
have been invested—have been seriously 
affected by unrestricted road competition, in 
addition to the world-wide economic depres- 
sion. Under the bill it is Bhaint to 
nationalise all concessions for road transport 
services, and the concessionaires will be 
compelled to raise the conditions of their em- 
ployés to the same level as the railway 
workers. The rates and routes of the road 
services, as well as the speed of the vehicles, 
will be fixed by the Director-General of the 
railways. Another important provision is 
that road services will in future only be per- 
mitted after proof that they are necessary, 
and that they avoid ruinous compeiition and 
duplication of rail services. Argentine rail- 
ways will also benefit in time if the present 
firm tendency of commodity markets is main. 
tained, as will mean better prices for 
the country’s produce and an _ increased 
volume of traffic for the railways.

SMALL CARS COME TO GRIEF. 
_ Apart from the great speeds accomplished 
in the various classes, the race was notable 
for an extraordinary heavy casyalty list 
amongst the smaller cars. Of the nine 
Starters in the ' baby ’’ class, for instance. 
only two survived the gruelling pace to the 
finish. _ Similarly, in the 1,100 c.c. category, 
out of eleven starters only two completed the 
full distance, eventually finishing in first and 
second places in the race. Of the twelve 
larger cars to start, six completed the course 
before the race was declared over. 

The event was run on a handicap. basis, 


according to the engine capacities of the com- 
peting cars and the use, or otherwise, of 
super-chaigers - The smaller cars were 
credited with one or more laps’ start, so that 
they did not have to cover the full distance 
of 30 laps (410 miles). . In addition, time 
starts were given to provide a finer adjust- 
ment, Thus, the small cars actually led 
the field up to the end of the race, 
but, in order that the spectators might 
gauge the performances of the cars relatively 
to the handicap on the seoting board was 
displayed a table of figures indicating by how 
much the ‘‘ most promising ” cars were run- 
ning in front of or hehind their calculated 
speeds. In this way it was possible to tell 
right through the race which cars were 
putting up the best performances. 

Right from the very start the small cars 
dominated the race, setting off at such a 
speed that the bigger cars were set an ap- 
pare) impossible task to overtake their 
andiecaps before the finish. And as the race 
went on the speeds of the leaders actually 
increased. The start itself lacked the 
spectacular impressiveness of the “ massed 
getaway’ (that was last used in the race of 
1980), when the whole field was despatched 
at once; but it was none the less a thrilling 
experience when each class was released at 
its appointed time. The first to be given 
the flag were the 1,100 ¢.c. cars, including 
a formidable contingent of Rileys, three 
Crossleys (new to the T.T.), and one Alta. 
Sixteen seconds later the 1,500 ¢.c,. unsuper- 
charged cars got away, to be followed one 
minute later by the sole unsupercharged 
“baby,” an M.G. Midget. The last of the 
field, the Talbots, in the 3,000 c.c. class, were 
started 5 mins. 6 secs. after the limit cars. 


EARLY CASUALTIES. 


In most cases the cars shot away: with 
amazing celerity, but a few proved recal- 
citrant and were delayed a minute or two 
before the ass aes would start. All, however 
were soon under-way, and every one complete 
the first circuit, the first to pass the grand 
stand being C. R. Whiteroft (Riley), leading 
the 1,100 c.c. contingent. The 750 c.c. class 
was headed by Cymi Paul (M.G. Midget), 
with KE.

I have received a very interesting 


publication—to wit, the Trinity Term. 


number of the Magazine of Codrington 
College, Barbados. This college, which 
was founded in 1730, has been since 


affiliated to the University of Durham. It 


is not what I should call a large college. 
On the back paze of the Magazine 1 find 
the names of a Visitor, a Principal, a Pro 
fessor. of Classics and Philosophy, a 
Profesor of Theology —the two last, by the 
way, are graduates of Dublin University— 
a Professor of Vhirurgery and Physics, and 
eighteen students in residence.

‘Bananas . 


Tt is almost fifty vears since the banana 
became a general article of food in Europe, 
and recent returns show that since 1912 
the consumption. has been trebled. The 
chemical composition of the banana and 
the potato are, I understand, nearly 
identical, but the banana is nearly forty 
times as productive. A banana tree bears 
only one “ stem ” of fruit, and when this 
is collected the tree is cut down and 
allowed to rot. From the decaying roots 
“ suckers’ are obtained, and these, when 
planted, form the new trees. Bananas 
do net ripen on the tree, and are perfectly 
green when cut. The utmost care must 
be taken to see that they do not get 
bruised, and the packing and stowing of 
the fruit for export at such ports as 
Kingston, Jamaica, have developed into a 
fine art. The ‘“‘hands’’ which constitute 
every bunch of bananas must he stowed 
in such a way that no undue pressure is 
caused. at any point, and the temperature 
on board ship must be kept at a level of 
52 degrees. Like most tropical fruits, and 
many of our own, the banana is at its best 
when: eaten raw: 


Ghe Knochker Up.

Of. late, he thinke, the motion-picture in- 
dustry has adopted’ a snobbish attitude 
towards everyday subjects, and that this 
snobbishness has been aggravated with the 
coming of sound. —“ We suddenly found a 
voice,” he says, “and we were determined 
that the voice would be witty, brilliant and 
sophisticated. It was as though we had 
said: ‘If we must talk, we will talk, only in 
the best style.’ We forgot that to the 
hearts and minds of most people simple, direct 
human speech, expressing simple human de- 
sires, still has more emotional appeal and 
constitutes better entertainment. 

He goes on to say that all. over the world, 
in the largest cities and the smallest villages, 
people are giving positive signs of the truth 
of this by staying away from some pictures 
and guing to others. The films which are 
the most successful, he states, are those which 
deal-with real people and everyday aspects of 
life. 
If the film public really are begining to 
demand s:mplicity, as Mr. Hunter says, It 
would be a very siguificant sign. Up to now 
the man in the street has been as much to 
blame for the quality of our films as the com. 
panies themselves.. He has jJemanded (for 
some reason which it is hard to understand) 
romances based on the lives of wealthy people ; 
there had to be « general atmosphere of 
luxury and ease about a picture before it 
earned his approval. Jf he is at last begin- 
ning to realise that his own life can be as 
interesting on the screen so much the better. 
Such a change of feeling would rid the cinema 
ot a great deal of that artificiatity which is 
its bane. 

Unfortunatly, Mr. Hunter's remarks, 
although they seem tu imply this, do not really 
do so. Further on in his statement he makes 


to. the unsophisticated melodrama which at 
tracted the public fifteen or twenty years ago. 
He wants the return of character which the 
public can understand—heroes whom they can 
applaud and: villains whom they can hiss— 
and that, of course, is a different thing 


altogether, 


“DON QUIXOTE.” 

The celebrated German director, Pabst, 
has embarked on a screen version of '' Don 
Quixote,’” on which about £80,000 is to be 
spent. Chaliapin has been selected to play 
the name-part, and Pabst has recently been 
in England to find out whether George Robey 
would be suitable for the part of Sancho 
Fanza. It is not knéwn ‘yet whether the 
English comedian has been selected, 

“Don Quixote”’ would be an impossible 
subject for stage production, but it should 
rove ideal material for the screen. In 
ighorant hands it would probably be more 
easily ruined than any of the. other 
* elassics,’’ but there “is no danger of that 
occurring with Pabst as the director; He 
is recognised as one of the most intelligent 
producers: now living, and his version of 
“Don Quixote’ will be one that we shall 
ail be anxious to see.

house and garden, Studied neglect has allowed 
the ancient sunk garden to run to riot, ii 
such a frivolous, disorderly term can ‘e 
applied to the dignified overgrowth of hoary 
fruit trees, all silver frosted with years of 
lichen, and the stately trespass of flowers and 
plants, tnat encroach upon each others 
terzitory with the iamiliarity of long years ol 
acquaintance. This constitutes the great 
charm of the grounds, the frendly, trank 
mingling of fruit trees, flower, and shrub tn 
the pore BG and soft sunshine within the grey 
walls and encircling beech trees. 
Here are no small prim beds, with arrogant 
ttle wooden labels to announce the names 
uf the plants growing therein; instead old, 
wide borders and spacious beds, gay with 
fragrant herbs and planis of the kinds our 
great-yrandparenis loved, that spread them 
selves with old world prodigality about the 
aths and smooth lawns, where the moss has 
in some way called a truce with the short 
grass and formed a turf of delectable softness 
and tender hve. Stately hollyhocks and 
mellow, rich, deep blue delphinium, vast un- 
irimmed -Jumps of phlox so beloved of the 
night-flying muths, aud around whose starred 
clusters the humming bird hawk moth wings 
his erratic, darting flight, make a rich back- 
ground to penstemon, bachelor’s buttons and 
a whole host uf gay old-fashioned blooms. 


A LARGE VINE. 


All along one of the sturdy weathered walls 
a large vine of small yellow grapes has draped 
itself. In a good season the fruit ripens well, 
and affords a delicious banquet to the j:ordes 
of thrushes and blackbirds who find in the 
cool thickets of the old apple trees an ideal 
sanctuary. Nor are the humans bebind-hand 
in sharing the feast, and the cut-glass bowls 
overflow with the clear : ‘ber berries neatly 
set forth on.a cool bed of the fresh vine 
leaves. The fruit garde: perhaps orchard 
would be a better title «% account of its un- 
pruned appearance and la.ge trees, is the 
most delightful part of the small estate. The 
apple trees, grown beyond all pruning and 
cutting back, interlace their tall branches 
across the deep, shady paths, and take more 
than their due of air and sunshine from the 
currant bushes and raspberry canes. which, 
nevertheless, bear richly a store of sound 
fruit, despite the neglect they have long 
suffered. 

Clusters of St. John’s lily stand in stately 
virginal splendour in the shady corners; 
the moisture suits them well, as it does 
the thousands of self-sown aquilegia of 
ail colours which appear everywhere. 
Dorothy Perkins,, and numerous others 
af her fregrant sisterhood have taken 
up most of the wal!s, from which they droop 
down in great clusters, mingling with the 
soher-hued leaves of pear and plum, pleasantly 
setting off the golds purples and greens of 
the ripening fruit. The rare old cottage 
rose, with its deep red sweet-scented flowers. 
flourishes im many parts of the garden; on 
a still summer’s night the fragrance can be 
detected a hundred yards away nearly by a 
keen nose, as it pours out its scent on the 
soft warm air 


OUT OF DATE. 

Such roses are no longer fashionable; they 
are too big and unsuited for my lady's 
boudoir or the young gentleman’s button 
hole, so they now are only to be found in 
old gardens. untonched, save by the loving 
hands of old folk who have not adapted 
themselves to modern life and who eare 
for flowers for their own fragrant sake. 
A tangle of traveller’s joy and honeysuckle 
in a secluded corner would rend the heart of 
a formal gardener, but the combination 
is. beautiíúl, and just suits the fly- 
catcher who had his nest in a_ hollow, 
where a brick had dropped out. ‘The 
scented combination attracted untold in- 
sects, and his family cares were greatly 
lessened. A tiny well near one of the big 
apple trees is one of the treasures of the 
garden, so wee that a hearty draught might 
drain it completely, it is nevertheless a 
genuine authentic well, and although quite 
useless from the point of view of a wielder 
of watering pois, it is beloved of all the birds 
and helps to keep the garden full of 
sougsters. 

A scrap of thick yew harboured the un- 
tidy, coarse'y woven platform of a bullfinch. 
and all through the summer the furtive. 
creaking chirps of the beautiful birds can be 
heard. Left strictly to their own devices. 
they perch boldly in full view. and a. cock 
bullfinch in a cluster of white rambler roses 
remains a cherished memory. The goldfinch 
does not «disdain the peace of the orchard, 
and a small flock or “ charm,” as it is aptly 
termed, of these exquisite birds often is 
to be fornt among the apple blossoms in 
spring. If there is a tutelary deity, he or she 
must have «welling in the old walnut tree at 
the back of the house. The great gnarled 
limbs dominate quite a large portion of tue 
garden, and though it is almost past bearing 
age, it lends a most venerable appearance to 
the place. 

Facing a country road on the other side is 
a row of healthy horse chestnuts, some fifty 
years old. Not so many years ago one of 
the resident old ladies was walking around 
the garden with a friend of her younger days. 
the kindly Dean of . “ Ah, Samuel,” 
she said tw him, ''thcse trees were planted 
when you and I were young.” To which the 
slightly ruffled cleric made hasty reply: 
“Very quick growing trees, very quick grow-

'ELL-TALE MOTOR 
CAR. 
(By a Srecia, CoRRESPONDENT.).

But for you 1 would not have biought the 
car out * Although, in answer t) inquiries. 
he had deciared that he had been unable tr 
afiord eitner a driving licence or a Road 
Fund licence, a paid-up Road Fund licence 
was founl on the car by a relieving officer, 
who declited an cffer by the man to sell him 
ihe car. 

Not all the “ E.O.'s ” clients have motor- 
ears to rid» in. or even boots to walk in, but 
the problems which beset the relieving officor 
when he deals with applications are legion. 
Regarded bv many of the applicants as a 
hostile inquisitor. determined to ro them 
of their “rights,” he finds the real facts of 
4 .case sometimes hard to obtain. “' Destitu- 
fion ” is an essential qualification for outdoor 
relief. but, according to the Dublin Union 
Relief Supervisor, there is a growing ten- 
ilency to regard relief as a right to be 
«laimed at every possible opportunity, and in 
hundreds of cases it is applied for in order 
to carry a man. over the period that elapses 
hetween the loss of employment and the first 
instalment of Uenefit. 

Every one of! these applications has to be 
sifted out by the staff of relieving officers. 
who find people reluctant to disclose their 
little nest-eggs and alternative forms of em- 
ployment. Neighbours are not helpful, al- 
though anonymous letters have been known 
to put the officers on a fraitfnl course of in- 
quiry, and generally the relieving officer must 
trust to his own ingenuity. 


SMART DETECTIVE WORK. 

One -nstance of smart detective work oc- 
curred not long ago in the case of a Dublin 
man. who drew relief for eighteen months, 
and was suspected of having a coal business 
of his own. The man lived with his brother 
and his mother, and it was always claimed 
that. the cart which was used for delivering 
coal was the property of his brother. 

No spot of dust on the man’s face or bands 

ever betrayed his occupation when he «called 
to collect his relief, hut one day an unusually 
vigilant relieving officer demanded to be 
shown the man’s nec’: below hia shirt collar.

Mr. Brewer was arrested at Béngueia, 
Portuguese West Africa, in 1927, and 
after ten months’ imprisonment was re- 
tried on a charge of petty theft and found 
guilty. He was sentenced to 350 days 
imprisonment and a fine of £18, but was 
released, following protests by the British 
Government, after serving two months o 
his sentence. He returned to England, 
and after considerable delay the Portu- 
guese Government ordered a re-trial. This 
resulted in a verdict of “not guilty ” and 
the award of £1,800 damages and costs. 
Later, however, the High Court oí 
Loanda, the highest legal authority in 
the colony, upset this verdict. It '§ 
against this decision that Mr. Brewer á 
appeal was lodged.

Michael Collins met his death near 
-Beai na mBlath, Co. Cork, was marked 

this yes ear by a parade of over one thousand 
members of the Army Comrades’ Association, 
who marched m column under banners and 
behind two Lands. 

Close on three thousand people came from 
all over the surrounding counties to watch 
the procession and listen to the oration which 
was delivered by Mr. Richard Mulcahy, T.D., 
a close friend of ihe late General Collins. 

Wreaths were ‘aid at the base of the stone 
monument which marks the place where 
Collims died after having been ambushed on 
the winding road ten years ago. 

One wreath was sent by the County Cork 
Branch of the A.C.A., and others were laid 
by relatives of the late General. 

The parade formed up in a field close to 
the small village, and the men showed fine 
military bearing as they walked along smarily, 
then coming into a slow pace as they 
approached the monument, before ,which a 
silence was observed, after the notes from a 
bugle had been carried over the near hills. 


MR. MULCUAHY’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Mulcahy said that they were gathered 
there in circumstances that foreshadowed 
grave economic danger that would react in 
a terrible way on the people whose happiness 
was threatened from within and without. 
There was a danger that sight might be lost 
of the ideal for which Collins. and his 
associates fought. He reviewed Collins's 
work in Pere for the Treaty, and his

But we say 
in return, here are the citizens of Ireland 
in those years who faced the problems of 
those ‘years, and gav> the people, as a result 
of our efforts, institutions of government, 
and we are not, going to allow these institu- 
tions easily to be smashed up.

Ag an interval of relief from rain in a day 
thht was otherwise one of incessant 
downpour, thousands of Dublin people 
gathered in the open yesterday to do 
honour to the memory of Michael Collins, 
Arthur Griffith and Kevin O’Higgi 

Simplicity was the keynote of the com- 
memoration, which comprised Mass at 
Clarendon Street Church for the re of 
the souls of the three dead i oa a 
march of one thousand odd members of 
the old Dublin Brigade of the I.R.A. to 
Glasnevin Cemetery, where wreaths were 
laid upon the graves of the three men, and 
another wreath-laying ceremony at the 
Cenotaph on Leinster Lawn, under the 
auspices of the Old Comrades’ Association 
and the Volunteer Division. 

For the first time there was no official 
Government recognition of the anniver- 
sary; no military parade. But at all mili- 
tary barracks a memorial. Mass was cele- 
brated, and that at Arbour Hill was 
attended by leading military officers. 

Among the congregation at the Claren- 
don street Mass, which was celebrated by 
the Rev. Father Thomas, 0.D.C., were 
several members of the late Executive 
Council, as well as the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin. 

Mr. Cosgrave, Professor O'Sullivan, Mr. 
P. McGilligan and Mr. Fionan Lynch. were 
among the assembly at the Cenotaph, with 
its plaques of Collins, Griffith and 
O’Higgins, when a beautiful wreath of 
lilies and white and gold carnations was 
deposited at its foot by two prominent 
members of the old I.R.A., Mr. Sean 
McGarry and Mr. Joseph Dolan. 

The wreath was bound with ribbons of 
the Free State colours, and bore a card 


' with the inscription: 


1932, 
Strange that the State you founded 
Should, even by seeming, spurn you. , 
Humbly we lay these flowers 
That Ireland may know we mourn you.

Drawn up in front of the Cenotaph was 
a saluting party of ex-officers, under the 
command of Commandant Frank Bolster, 
and trumpeters sounded the ‘‘ Last Post.” 


MARCH TO GLASNEVIN. 

At that moment the parade of members 
of the old Dublin Brigade of the L.R.A., 
over a thousand strong, was passing down 
Merrion street, through the crowd of 
spectators outside the Lawn, on its way to 
Glasnevin. It was headed by the Trans- 
port Workers’ Band, which broke into a 
Funeral March as the cemetery was 
reached. The men filed into the cemetery 
and gathered around the square plot in 
which General Collins is buried. Here 
occurred a simple ceremony, which was 
afterwards repeated in the open space 
around the column which marks the grave 
of President Griffith, and again at the 
grave of Kevin O'Higgins. 

Mr. Piaras Beaslai laid a laurel wreath, 
tied with ribbons of green, white and 
yellow, on the grave. Mr. Sean Collins, a 
brother of Michael Collims, recited a 
decade of the Rosary, while the gathering 
joined in the responses. Then the 
trumpets sounded the “' Last Post.”

There can 
be no doubt now that the earnest work 
of less than a month at Ottawa has 
attained the Conference’s general objective, 
which was, in Mr, Baldwin's words, ‘‘ the 
expansion of Empire trade, to be brought 
about, as far as possible, by lowering the 
trade barriers between the several members 
of the British Empire.’’ We print to-day 
the texts of agreements which the United 
Kingdom has made with New Zealand, 
Australia, Canada, Newfoundland, South 
Africa and Southern Rhodesia. The net 
result of all these agreements is to give

Buckfast Abbey. 


Twenty-six years of unflagging faith, in- 
dustry and determination will be crowned 
on Thursday when Cardinal Bourne 
consecrates the Abbey Church of Buckfast. 

In the “early winter of 1906 four Bene- | 
dictine monks, with the  slenderest 
resources—the most valuable of which was 
the permission of a local landowner. to 
take sand from his property—began to 
build on the site of the old Cistercian 
church; and now, with the exception ol 

the central tower, which ultimately will be 
enlarged, the new structure is complete.’ 

The most remarkable features of this 
labour are that at no time were more thar 
six monks engaged upon it, and that the 
only technical knowledge which they 
enjoyed was what Brother Peter was able 
to impart after a period of instruction in 
France. In the new church’s design the 
model of the medizval structure, which 
perished in the Dissolution, has been 
copied faithfully.’ Buckfast Abbey is 
linked with the earliest appearance of 
Christianity in England, and the first 
buildings are traditionally associated with 
St, Petrock and the old British Church, 
which so long refused to admit the 
supremacy of Canterbury. Its recorded 
history extends back to a Saxon founda- 
tion in the ninth century, which was trans- 
ferred to the Greyfriars, and, in -the 
twelfth century, to the Cistercians. . In 
1906 the only standing monument of Buck- 

fast Abbey’s past greatness was a single 
tower. From the days of Henry VIII. till 
1882 the Abbey may be said to have been 
lost. In that year, however, some monks 
from La Pierre-Qui-Vire acquired the 
site, and during the years which 
followed they were enabled to .re- 
erect some of the buildings through 
the generosity of English © Roman 
Catholics. _ In 1902 the community was 
raised to abbatial rank, and it was largely 
the energy of its first Abbot, Dom Boni- 

face ‘Natter, a German—who, uníor- 
tunately, perished in a shipwreck juct 
before work on the new church began— 
that inspired the achievement.

LREADY, as a direct consequence of 
the economic war, many new aspects 


of rural life are being thrown into bold

VERY SOON . 
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‘TO GIVE UP HAZARDOUS 


FLYING.

BR. J. A. MOLLISON, the conqueror 

of the Atlantic on the East to West 

flight, landed at the Roosevelt Field 

Aerodrome, Long Island, at 9.55 p.m., 
British summer time, to-day. 

Two thousand Sunday visitors, who had 
deserted the neighbouring beaches, ran 
across the aviation field to greet him, and 
cheered his little monoplane as it landed. 

When: Mr. Mollison ep from his 
pee he was greeted by the chairman of 
the Mayor’s reception committee. | 

As soon as the British airman landed, 
after circling over the field twice, a road 
policeman on his motor cycle dashed up to 
guard him from the press of admirers, 


| while. two. mechanics helped Mollison to 


swing round his ’plane. Then he taxied 
slowly over the asphalt run-ways, ac- 
companied by a battery of film cameras 
mounted on motor cars. Motor horns and 
loud speakers added to the din of the 
welcome. 

The flying time for the Heart’s Content 
from St. John to here was five hours 
three minutes for the distance of six 
hundred miles. 

An announcer on the field, acting as 
cheer-leader for the crowd, directed a 
rousing hurrah as the flier was greeted by 
the city reception committee in front of 
the grand stand, while 150 police 
restrained the excited spectators from 
climbing over the barrier and mobbing the 
popular airman. 


TRIUMPHAL PROGRESS. 


The flier then mounted on top of a 
motor car, where he clung for dear life 
as it made a slow triumphal progress up 
and down before the crowd, while 
admirers, loading both running-boards, 
endeavoured to touch and shake the hand 
of the gallant Briton. 

The car stopped before the broadcasting 
kiosk, where Mr. Mollison, addressing a 
vast audience through the microphone, 
said: “Hello, everybody! I intended 
getting here yesterday, but was so tired 
that [ decided to stay over. As a matter 
of fact, I am still tired, but I am glad 
to be here.’’ 

There were deep lines of exhaustion on 
his face, and his khaki flying suit was 
creased and stained. Still perched on top 
of the car, and surrounded by admirers, 
the airman then proceeded to the hangar. 
where mechanics had taken over charge ol 
the Heart’s Content, and policemen were 
guarding the machine from a crowd of 
eager souvenir hunters. 

Under a strong guard Mr. Mollison was 
finally escorted to a limousine, in which 
he was rushed off to the luxurious Hotel 
Plaza, accompanied by the Mayor’s Re- 
ception Committee, and an escort of motor- 
cycle ‘‘cops,”’ before whose screaminz 
sirens other traffic scurried to one ride. 

Prior to his departure from the aero 
drome,. the airman said he would under. 
take’ tha return flight to Britain “ very 
soon,” and added that there was“ ne 
possthility whatever ' of. his abandoning 
his plans. 


NO MORE RECORD- 
BREAKING. 


After his return flight to England Mr. 
Mollison intends to give up all attempts at 
record-breaking flights. ‘‘ I am a married 
man now.” he explained, “ and [ am in- 
clined to discontinue that type of flying.” 

He added that he was asking his wife, 
too, to give up all hazardous stunts for 
the future. Nevertheless, he added, he« 
had no intention of abandoning aviation 
as a career. 

Speaking at a luncheon given in his 
honour at St. John, N.B., to-day, Mr. 
Mollison predicted that within the next 
two years a regular Atlantic air service 
would be operating between Great Britain 
and America, via Harbour Grace, New 
foundland. 

At a luncheon Mr. Mollison was pre- 
sented by the City of St. John with an en- 
craved cigarette case in commemoration of 
his record-breaking flight.

TO BE REVIEWED. 


In exchange increased preferences are to 
be granted by the Dominions, and under- 
takings are given especially in the case of 
Canada and Australia, that tariffs there 
shall be reviewed with the object of giving 
British importers a fuller opportunity of 
competing in those markets. 

In Canada the unofficial understandings 
between the iron and steel interests of the 
two countries are to be used as the basis 
of tariff adjustment on many items of the 
steel schedule. 

In the Australian agreement provision is 
made for the regulation of imports of 
frozen mutton and lamb and chilled beef

CANADIAN CATTLE. 


An important clause in the Canadian 
agreement which may have a reaction on 
the Irish cattle trade promises modifica- 
tion of the regulations governing the im- 
portation of Canadian live cattle into 
Great Britain. 

The existing margin of preferences for 
Empire tobacco over foreign tobacco 
is secured for ten years. 

In undertaking to maintain the prin- 
ciple of the free entry of Empire goods 
after November 15th next the British dele- 
gation has imposed safeguards in the 
interests of the home producer of eggs, 
poultry, butter, cheese and other milk 
products. 

The existing preferences in the case of 
these products are limited to three years 
in order that the British Government may 
be in a position, if it considers it neces- 
sary in the interests of the home producer 
to do so, to review the basis of preference, 
so far as ‘these goods are concerned. 

The British Government reserves the 
right, on the expiry of the three years, 
either to impose a preferential duty on 
Empire produce while maintaining pre- 
ferential margins, or to bring such produce 
within a quota system.

DUBLIN. 


The present spell of very wet and broken 
weather is not likely to continue. 

This was the comment mada by Sir John 
Moore, the eminent weather expert, to an 
irish Times reporter last night. 

Last week-end was one of the most un- 
pleasant for several months, and thousands. of 
open-air pleasure-seekers in Dublin had their 
enjoyment curtailed owing to the heavy rain, 
which lasted. for almost thirty hours, . During 
the afternoon of Saturday a severe thunder- 
storm, with vivid lightning, broke on the 
City and County of Dublin, and some sporting 
events were heid up. 

Sir John Moore told our reporter that the 
broken ‘weather was ‘dus to the presence of a 
depression’ over Belgium, Germany, and 
France, and to a North-Easterly wind. ‘This 
wind, he said, is usually a dry wind, but on 
this occasion it is discharging great quantities 
of water. If the Hache anheniy wind continues 
it will lead: to cool, but finer and drier, 
weather, “I'o-day an early improvement in the 
weather may be looked for. 

Dealing with the rainfall at the week-end, 
Sir’ John said that during the twenty-four 
hours ending at nine o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing there was .500 of an inch, and this was 
equivalent to about 50 tons of rain to the 
acre. During the whole week the rainfall was 
.573, or about 60 tons to the acre. Yesterday 
about 25 tons of rain fell to the acre. 

The barometer is high, and is rising. ‘he 
temperature is distinctly low for this time of 
the year, and the highest reading for yester- 
day was only 59. 

DUNDALK, 

The storm visited Dundalk on Saturday 
evening when many of the people were en- 
aged in their weekly shopping. .. Lightning 
Rashes lit up the overcast skies and the 
thunder became almost deafening. One peal 
at 8.15 appeared to shake the town. People 
ran in alarm from places of amusement, lights 
were extinguished for the moment, and in 
some districts the electric current was cut off. 
Telegraph and telephone wires were put out 
of action, and in several houses the ceilings 
became cracked and fell. The thunderstorm 
was followed by heavy rain, which flooded 
many country districts. 

At 8.13 p.m., when the storm was at its 
height, a dazzling flash of lightning was seen 
at the electric power station, and immediately 
afterwards it was found that a cable trench 
was on fire and that the automatic reversible 
booster had been badly burnt. Apparently 
the lightning struck the wires outside, and 
thus was conducted into the building. With 
the aid of several extinguishers the trench 
fire was quenched, but the cables were badly 
damaged. The lights which failed in certam 
districts of the town were restored in a short 
time, as were also the lights at Blackrock, 
which failed at about the same time.
